The wastage of 
the Spanish-American war was from bad beef In- 
stead of bullets, from mosquitoes in place of mis- 
siles, from files and disease rather than from the 
destructive force of the Spaniards. 


Science nnd sanitation triumphed over the 


mosquito. 
Now It remains for American anny 


moral sanitation to triumph over the ruthless ene- 
mies, booze nnd disease.

One can read In the draft law, In the regula- 


tions and In the express actions of Secretary of 
Wnr Bnker that he means this array of uOO.UW 
clean young Americans to be the first army that 
over took the field and stayed in tho field nnd re- 
turned from the field untainted by tbe-diml war 
vices. 
Secretary Baker is determined that, the 


wounds Inflicted upon our nrmy of liberation shall 
he those Inflicted by the central powers, and not 
those so hnbltunlly Inflicted by the array upon 
Itself. 
Recreation Is to take the place of Idleness 


and Indulgence. Adjoining miasmatic swamps of 
hooise and vice are to be drained. Resort will ba 
hud lu garrison to healthful exercise, to whole- 
some amusement, to off-hour. activities, to ath- 
letics, to play and to the devices thnt healthy men 
Indulge in at home. 


Says Surgeon Major D. C. Howard lu n recent 


war department bulletin: 


"Recreation will --be of great value. 
Idleness 


Is said to be the mother of lechery. Wholesome 
amusements and athletics will make the garrison 
sex attractive thnt the soldier will be Inclined, to 
spend his .<ipure time In garrison. No present-day 
problem In military preventive medicine is of 
greater Importance In relation to the physical 
fcfllclency of the nrmy than that of effectual con- 
trol of venereal disease." 


Thus boldly is the Issue stntnd, because thus 


boldly does the secretary of wnr propose to, meet 
rnnn's worst enemy, which Surgeon Major Mans 
describes as "The Great Red Plague." 


Here is the common foe of embattled mankind. 


Aid nnd comfort hnve been given this enemy by 
the Ill-advised and prudish censorship of social 
science. 


"We want no damaged goods In the American 


army of democracy," Capt. E. B. Vcclder of the 
United States Medical corps, declares. 
And, to 


show how strictly does General Gorgas. propose to 
make the American expedition as clean as he 
made Havana nnd Panama, the Wnssmminn test, 
and not mere height and eyesight. Is the supreme 
standnrd of fitness for this wnr. 


This 500,000 nrmy of select men, possessing 


youth, physique nnU health, the wnr department 
proposes to return to their homes, if they survive' 
mere shot nnd shell; ns fit fathers of a1 future race. 
The distressful (ninny returned men and otilcers 
Bay the disgraceful) 
;soclal conditions thnt ob- 


tained on the Mexican border will not be repented 


' at Plattsburg, nt Ningarn, at Fort Sheridan or In 


Hurope. The El Paso vice barracks, the hideous 
dives—this nightmare will not bti lived through 
again. It belongs to the typhoid-malaria age. 
., The great American game of bnsebnll will form 


fl vital pnrt In the training of the soldiers of the 
Army of democracy. When young America in 
dvil life is not at work It is nt the hnll game or 
at the motion picture show or nt piny in some 
form. 
The American expeditionary soldier will 


play as fast ns he will trnin for service. 


This Is the dlcMnn of n recreation expert who 


fcnows the value of recreation, moral nnd educa- 
tional, nnd who also knows the philosophy of 
Messrs. Baker and Gorgns. My authoritative In- 
formant continues with nn enthusiasm thnt Is in- 
fectious : 
' "Good athletes take such pride In their physical 
fitness (aridl pood soldiers nre necessarily good 
athletes) thnt they will not abuse their health by 
Indulgences. But, aside from personal pride In 
fitness, piny Is tn Itself the 'great prophylaxis 
flgolust immoral abuses. 


"Work is n prophylactic ngent against disease, 


but play Is Its counterpart, If not its peer. Piny 
means health. The play spirit alone Is strictly 
normal. Play is the preventive against physical 
and mental and moral breakdown." 


The rediscovery of piny ns n social npent Is one 


of the most vital discoveries of modern times. 
Recreation is Its organized application. 
It has 


been applied educationally. 
It hns been delib- 


erately applied to redeem the city youth from1 
crime and degeneracy. But It lent Itself natural- 
ly, unconsciously, to the adults, needs in the 
marvelous development of recreations, other than 
booze nnd vice. 


Secretary of Wnr Bnker Is sensitive to. modern 


sociological developments. It went without saying 
that, whatever might bo his merits or demerits In 
practical military organization, he of all men 
would bring to the American army of democracy 
an appreciation of the sociological factors. 
A 


system of recreation for the enlisted mnn thnt 
will supplant booze and vice will undoubtedly'take 
shape from the earliest mobilisation, ami will con- 
tinue to be n safety device for this uniquely pro- 
tected army on the battle front. 
N 
One observes with keen Interest thnt the wnr 


department has engaged n number of recreation 
experts for tho supervision of recreation nt the 
large training camps.- There Is here no mere 


• theoretic attention to piay, no paper application 


of recreation philosophy, no rae?e philanthropic 
Interest In the soldier's idle hour similar to the 
interest which a charitable gentleman would take 
In supplying tracts to n hospital*, or books to nn 
old ladles' home, or a bat nnd ball to n nephew. 


The problem before us Is scarcely of a pnrt with 


wwlng society work. 
However, to avoid nny 


gesture of sensationalism, it Is well to follow the 
plain, serious words of the wnr department bulle- 
tins to Illustrate the vice side of the problem. 
Capt. E. B. Vedder of the United States Medical 
corps, in. Wnr Department Bulletin No. 8, writes 
substantially na follows: 


."Our sick report has been n reproach In thnt we 


have had more men on the-'slck report becnuso of 


veurtrcal dlscusi'S Umu any other army In 
tho world. Tests aho\v thnt 16 per cent of 
the' recruits >are infected on enlistment. 
Venemil4pyophylnxis' is the order of the 
dny." 
: 
" 
Statistics are available to those who will 


not give them specific publicity showing 
that these social diseases unfitted hun- 
dreds of thousands of soldiers at the front 
from duty on the firing line. More terrible 
than tho'bullets of the combatants alike to 
the Invaders and to the Invaded were the 
ravages of thwje diseases ftt Bndajoz, in the 
Peninsular campaign, as to Rome nnd Naples in 
the Spanish Invasion. More terrible than nn nrmy 
with banners are the camp followers In Us wake. 


These disquieting truths should be kept hidden, 


lest the patriotic spirit be discouraged, provided 
the United States proposefl to take pnrt In the war 
on this basis, provided the propagation of disease 
were one of "our objects" In the war, and provided 
there were no way of protecting our 500,000 
chosen soldiers nml thereafter the nation from the 
ravages of n. plague.

But the wnr department knows this enemy to be 


vulnerable, nnd lit proposes to flght It In the open 
field with soclnl prophylaxis, and to crush It, both 
In tho training camp and in Its present so-fruitful 
lair, the1'trench zones of Europe. 


But before these preventive recreation plans can 


be made effective there must be positive exclusion 
of the unfit. "Weed out the Infected" is the new 
watchword of the recruiting authorities. Infected 
recruits, If not detected, will prove an Impediment 
to the army, filling first the hospitals nnd finally 
the pension lists.

The draft law contains no provision more vital 


to the security of the nation than, section 13, 
which authorizes Secretary of Wnr Briker to draw 
a dead line about our military camps for Infection.. 


The Canadian military camps became excursion 


points for thousands of wives, mothers,. sisters 
and. under this cloak, of others who had. no par- 
ticular qualification except enthusiasm for the 
soldier and a pronounced renction toward the uni- 
form.

Driven from the mile or more limit, these latter

The government has Issued no bul- 
letin showing the number of soldiers incapacitated 
by 'disease during the Mexican expedition, but the 
only available authorities, the Individual militia- 
men and officers, recite a distressing narrative of 
debauchery on the border. 
In more than one 


Instance dives were, set up in full view of "the 
officers' cnmp. though, of course, outside of the 
authority of the war department. And to such 
wretched dens the soldiers resorted because of 
the utter vacuity of border soldiering and the lack 
of adequate recrention facilities. 
' It Is these experiences which now determine 
the war department to achieve a new triumph for 
sanitation by inaugurating a system of thorough 
prophylaxis, substituting recreation for stupidity, 
Idleness nnd vice. Indulgence. The American army 
"of democracy Is not to be a disease-Infested, booze- 
Inflicted army. It Is to triumph over mankind's 
worst enemies before It leaves our soil, and it is 
to carry its triumphs-to. Europe, there to advertise 
to the' whole world the new American idea in 
social .prophylaxis. 


To such nn army every American mother will

scout airplane today If up to, the minute has a 
wireless set aboard. This provides It with the 
only menns of communication with its base, or 
-with the battery of henvy guns, when'engaged 
upon tho direction of artillery fire. The wireless • 
is the voice of the oceans. It links up ship with 
ship, however distant from the land or from 
the recognized routes of trade. Without it modern 
naval warfare would be Impossible. -The S O S 
signal Is the most urgeni and sacred call In tho 
wireless world, a call few operators will ignore. 
And yet'the enemy hns made false use of this 
signal. There was one.case of an American skip- 
per somewhere oft Bantry bny, who, picking up 
an S 0 S some 50 miles distant, made thither at 
top speed, to'find on arrival, not a vessel in dis- 
tress, but a German submarine, the commander 
of which not only, made .no apology, but was so 
annoyed to find that It was an American Instead 
•of n British boat that he had snared that "he 
threatened to sink It there nnd then; nnd prob- 
nbly he would have put his threat Into force-had 
not r. British destroyer, showed up on the horizon.

Cor Los Angeles. 


One Acre to Fourteen Persons. 


The greatest area of parks and 


>ther public grounds inside city limits 
tn proportion to population—one acre 
for each 14 inhabitants—Is shown for 
Qulncy, Mass. 


Other cities reporting more than an 


acre to each 100 Inhabitants are San 
Diego, Cal., with 26 inhabitants per 
acre of'parks and recreation grounds;

Uncle Sam's Commissioner of Educa- 


tion Says Children Should 


Be Kept in Classes. 


Suggestions for a program of school 


activity for' different types of. educa- 
tional institutions, during the war have;i; 
been made by Dr. E. P. Claxtpn,'United 
States 
commissioner of education. 


After pointing out that'attendance 
laws should be enforced as usual, Doc- 
tor Claxton says:'..-•- 
, 
"Parents should be encouraged to 


make all-, possible efforts to keep their 
children In school and should have 
public or private help when they can- 
not do so without it. Many young 
children will lack 'the home care given 
them in times of peace, and there will 
be need of many more kindergartens 
and Montessorl schools than we now 
have. 
"The attendance In the high schools 


should be increased, and more boys 
and girls should be induced to remain 
until their course Is completed. 
A 


school year of four terms of 12 weeks 
each Is recommended -for the high 
schools, as for the elementary schools. 
In the high schools adopting this plan 
arrangements should be made for half- 
time attendance for a large proportion 
of pupils as possible. 


• "All-laboratories and manual-training 
shops In high schools should be run at 
their full capacity. In many of the 
shops work should be done which will 
have Immediate value for the national 
defense. 


"In all high schools In which domes- 


tic science (sewing, cooking, sanita- 
tion, etc.) Is taught, large units of time 
should be given la the summer and fall 
to sewing for the Red Cross and for 
local charities. 


."Classes for grown-up women should 


be formed. In which practical Instruc- 
tion can be given largely by lecture 
and demonstration tn the conservation 
and economic use of food. 


"For all boys and girls who cannot 


attend "the day sessions of the high 
schools, continuation classes should 
be formed, to meet at such times as 
may be arranged during working hours 
or In the evening. All cities should 
maintain evening schools for adult 
men and women. In cities having con- 
siderable numbers of Immigrants, eve- 
ning schools should be maintained for 
them with classes In English, In civics, 
and such other subjects as will be help- 
ful to these foreigners In understand- 
ing our Industrial, spclal, civic and po- 
lltlcalillfe. 


"In few states is tho supply of 


broadly 
educated 
and -well-trained 


teachers equal to the demand. The 
normal schools shQjtfd double their 
energies and use all their funds In the 
most economic way for the work of 
preparing teachers. Appropriations for 
the support of normal'schools should 
be largely Increased, as should also the 
attendance of men and women prepar- 
ing for service as teachers. 


"The number of students In colleges, 


universities 
and 
technical 
schools 


should Increase rather than diminish. 
Many of the older and upper class 
men will volunteer for some branch of 
the military service, but all young men 
below the age of liability to selective 
draft and those not recommended for 
special service should be urged to re- 
main nnd take full advantage of the 
opportunities offered by the colleges, 
universities and technical schools, to 
the end that they may be able to ren- 
der the most effective service in the 
latter years of the/war and the times 
of need that will follow. Practically 
all woman students should remain, 
and all boys and girls graduating from 
high schools should be urged to enter 
college, technical school or normal 
school. 


"In agricultural colleges special In- 


tensive courses should be given to pre- 
pare teachers, directors and supervi- 
sors of agriculture and practical farm 
superintendents. It should be remem- 
bered that the scientific knowledge and 
the supervising and directing skill of 
these men and their ability to Increase 
the productive capacity of thousands 
of men of less knowledge and skill are 
far more valuable than the work they 
can do as farm hands."

Interest in the soldier's Idle hour similar to the 
Interest which a charitable gentleman would take 
in supplying tracts to a hospital, or books to an 
old ladles' home, or a bat and ball to n nephew. 


The problem beforo us Is scarcely of a part with

However, to avoid any 


jreature of sensationalism, It Is well to follow the 
plain, serious words of the war department bulle- 
tins to illustrate the vlco side of the problem.

More terrible 
than tin1 bullets of the combatants alike to 
Ui« Invaders and to the invaded were the 
nmiges of these diseases nt Undnjo/, In the 
Peninsular campaign, ns to Rome nnd Naples In 
the Hpntilsh Invasion. More teirllHe than an army 
with Imnneis nre the camp followers In Its wuke. 


Thi'si" disquieting truths should be kept hidden, 


lest the pad loth spirit bo discouraged, provided 
Ilio United States proposed to take part In the war 
on this luiHls, provided the propagation of disease 
wort' one of "our objects" In the wnr, and provided 
tlietc vvete no way of protecting our ">00,000 
chosen soldiers ?iml thereafter the nation from the 
iiivngt-s of n plngtio. 


But the wnr department knows this enemy to bo 


vnlneuible, and It proposes to fight It In the open 
Held with social prophylaxis, and to crush It, both 
In tlic training camp and In Us present so-fruitful 
lair, the trench ?ones of Europe. 


But before these pioveritlve recreation plans can 


bo made effective theie must be positive exclusion 
oC the unfit. "Weed out the Infected" Is the new 
watchword of the recruiting authorities. Infected 
recruits, If not detected, will prove nn Impediment 
to the nruiy, filling first the hospitals and finally 
the pension lists. 


The draft law contains no provision more vital 


to the security of the nation thnn section 13, 
which nnthorUos Socrctnry of Wnr Bnker to draw 
a dead line about our military cnrnps for Infection.

HAVE MANY PARKS 


Practically All of Larger Munici- 


palities Have Public Recre- 


ation Grounds. 


CAPITAL LEADS IN NUMBER 


Mew York Has Largest Acreage and 


Philadelphia Biggest Single Area, 


According to Uncle 


8»m'i Figures. 


All but two of the 21$ American 


titles of over 30,000 population owu 
trertaln areas specifically set aside as 
public parks. 


This fact Is brought out In a report 


Issued by Uncle Sam's census bureau, 
Following an Investigation by Starke 
U. Grogan. 


The national capital bus by far the 


largest number of breathing ureas, but 
New York has a larger purk acreage. 
New JTork has about twelve square 
miles in parks. 


Other cities with large park areas 


»re Philadelphia, with 5,500 acres j Los 
Angules, with 4,127 acres; Chicago, 
ivlth 3,815 acres; Denver, with 8,710 
icres; Washington, D. C., with 8,067 
icres, and Minneapolis, with 8,088 
tcres. 


The largest single park owned by 


any city Is Falrmount park In Phlln- 
flelphla, which has an area of 8,520 
icres, or 5% square miles, and the 
next largest, a park of 3,027 acres, or 
more than 4% square miles, is reported 
for Los Angeles. 


One Acre to Fourteen Persons. 


The greatest area of parka and 


>ther public grounds Inside city limits 
In proportion to population—one acre 
tor each 14 Inhabitants—Is shown for 
Qulncy, Mass. 


Other cities reporting more than an 


»cre to each 100 Inhabitants aro San 
Diego, Cul, with 20 Inhabitants per 
sere of parks and recreation grounds; 
La Crosso, 
Win., with 43; Council 


Bluffs, Iowa, with 45; Lynn, M»ss., 
with 52; Sioux City, Iowa, with 01; 
Harrlsburg, Pa., with 77; Hartford, 
Conn., with 84; Niagara Falls, N. Y., 
with 87; Washington, D. C., with 07, 
and Covlngton, Ky., with 90. 


Zoological parks were maintained 


In 83 "of the 218 cities covered by the 
report 


All but 18 of the 218 cities of over 


50,000 Inhabitants maintained play- 
grounds (not including those open only 
to schoolchildren during tho school 
year), the total number o£ such play- 
grounds being 2,190, and their average 
area being a trifle more than two acres. 
The largest number, 183, Is shown for 
New York, and tho nest largest, ICO, 
for Philadelphia. 


A total of 19 athletic fields (exclu- 


sive of those located In parks), with 
an average area of a little, less than 
elgftt acres, were reported by 13 cities 
—four by Detroit, Mich.; three by Sac- 
ramento, Cal ; two by Hoboken, N. J., 
and one each by tho remaining ten 
cities. 


Facilities for games anc^ athletics In 


parks, playgrounds and athletic Qelds 
were maintained by 170 cities. 


Many Have Bathing Beaches. 


Swimming pools and bathing beaches 


were provided by 111 cities, whose to- 
tal facilities In this respect comprised 
117 outdoor swimming pools, 61 Indoor 
swimming 
pools 
nnd 
149 bathing 


beaches, at which the aggregate at- 
tendance during the year was more 
than 26,000,000. 


Museums and art galleries were ad- 


ministered by 33 cities, and In 17 cities 
Buch Institutions wore under private 
administration, but received municipal 
aid. 


The expenditures for recreation pur- 


poses (excluding outlajs) In cities of 
over 30,000 Inhabitants during the fis- 
cal year 1010 aggregated $21,037,007, 
or 6T cents per capita. The greatest 
per capita expenditures under this 
head which are shown for any one 
city were reported by Brookllnc, Mass. 
—$4.08.

Activities Should Be Extended, 


Declares Doctor Claxton. 


Uncle Sam's Commissioner of Educa- 


tion Sayi Children Should 


Be Kept In Classes. 


Suggestions for a program of school 


nctlvlty for different types of educa- 
tional Institutions during the war Uavo 
been made by'Dr. P. P. Claxton, United 
States 
commissioner 
of 
education. 


Alter pointing out that attendance 
laws should be enforced as usual, Doc- 
tor Claxton says: 


"Parents should be encouraged to 


make nil,possible efforts to keep their 
children In school and should have 
public or private help when they can- 
not do so without It, 
Many young 


children will lack the home care given 
them In times of peace, and there will 
be need of many more kindergartens 
and Montessorl schools thnn we now 
have. 


"The attendance In the high schools 


should be Increased, and more boys 
and girls should be Induced to remain 
until their course la completed. 
A 


school year of four terms of 12 weeks 
each Is recommended for the high 
schools, as for the elementary schools. 
In the high schools adopting this plan 
arrangements should be made for half- 
time attendance for a largo proportion 
of pupils as possible. 


"All 
laboratories and manual-training 


shops In lllgh schools should be run at 
their full capacity. 
In many of the 


shops work should be done which will 
have Immediate value for the national 
defense. 


"In all high schools In which domes- 


tic science (sewing, cooking, sanita- 
tion, etc.) Is taught, large units of time 
should bo given In the summer and fall 
to sewing for the Rod Cross and for 
local charities. 


"Classes for grown-up women should 


be formed, In which practical Instruc- 
tion can be given largely by lecture 
nnd demonstration In the conservation 
and economic uso of food. 


"For ull boys and girls who cannot 


attend the dny sessions of the high 
«:hools, continuation classes should 
be formed, to meet nt fcuch times as 
may be arranged during working hours 
or In Uie evening. All cities should 
maintain evening schools for adult 
men and women. In cities having con- 
siderable numbers of Immigrants, eve- 
ning schools should be maintained for 
them with classes In English, In civics, 
nnd such other subjects as will be help- 
ful to these foreigners In understand- 
ing our Industrial, social, civic and po- 
litical llfo. 


"In few states Is the supply of 


broadly 
educated 
and 
well-trained 


teachers equal to the demand. 
The 


normal schools should double tlielr 
energies and use all their funds In the 
most economic way for tho work of 
preparing teachers. Appropriations for 
the support of normal schools should 
be largely Increnced, as should nlso tho 
attendance of men mid women prepar- 
ing tor service as teachers 


"The number of students In colleges, 


universities 
and 
technical 
schools 


should Increase rather than diminish. 
Many of the older and upper class 
men will volunteer for some branch of 
the military service, but all young men 
below the ago of liability to selective 
draft and those not recommended for 
special service should be urged to re- 
main and take full advantage of the 
opportunities offered by the colleges, 
universities and technical schools, to 
the end that they may bo able to ren- 
der the most effective service In tho 
latter years of the,war and the times 
of need that will follow. 
Practically 


all woman students should remain, 
and all boys and girls graduating from 
high schools should be urged to enter 
college, technical school or normal 
school. 


"In agricultural colleges special In- 


tensive courses should be given to pre- 
pare teachers, directors and supervi- 
sors of agriculture and practical farm 
superintendents. It should be remem- 
bered that tho scientific knowledge nnd 
the supervising and directing skill of 
these men and their ability to Increaso 
the productive capacity of thousands 
of men of less knowledge and skill nro 
far more valuable than the work they 
can do as farm hands."

"What aro the uses of history," say 


tho designers, "If not to turn It Into 
present use?"

early Britons. It can go back into 
the days of the Byzantium and it can 
reflect the colorful glory of Italy un- 
der the birth of the Renalsbance.

Adjoining miasmatic swamps of 


Kesort will he 
liud In garrison to healthful exercise, to whole- 
some amusement, to off-hour activities, to ath- 
letics, to play and to the devices that healthy men 
Indulge in at home. 


Says Surgeon Major D. C. Howard lu a recent

boldly does the secretary of war propose to meet 
man's worst enemy, which Surgeon Major Minis 
describes as "The Great Red Plague." 


Here is the common foe of embattled mankind. 


Aid and comfort hnve been Riven this enemy by 
the ill-advised and prudish censorship of social 
science. 


"We want no damaged Roods in the American 


army oC democracy," Oapt. E. B. Vedder of the 
United States Medical corps, declares. And. to 
show how strictly does General Gorgas propose to 
make the American expedition as clenn as he 
made Havana and I'anama. the \Vassermann test, 
and not mere height, nnd eyesight, is the supreme 
standard of fitness for this war. 


This f>00,000 army of select men. possessing 


youth, physique and lieullh, the war department 
proposes to return to their homes. If they survive 
mere shot and shell, as lit fathers of a future race. 
Tho distressful (ninny returned men and otlicera 
Bay the disgraceful) 
social conditions that ob- 


tained on the Mexican bonier will not be repeater! 
at Plattsburg, at Niagara, at Fort Sheridan or In 
Burope. The El Paso vice barracks, the hideous 
dives— this nightmare will not be lived through 
flgjiln. It belongs to the typhoid-malaria age. 
.. The great American same of baseball will form 
n vital part In the training of the soldiers of the 
•army of democracy. 
When young America In 


civil life Is not at work It Is ar the hall game or 
at the motion picture show or at play In some 
•form. 
The American expeditionary soldier will 


play aa fast ns he will train for service. 


This Is the tllcHim of a recreation expert who 


knows the value "f recreation, moral and educa- 
tional, nnd who also knows the philosophy of 
Messrs. Baker and Gorgns. 
My authoritative in- 


formant continues with an enthusiasm that Is in- 
jections :

"Good athletes tnke such pride in their physical 


fitness (ami: Rood soldiers are necessarily good 
nthletes) thnt they will not abuse their health by 
Indulgences. 
But, aside from personal pride in 


fitness, play Is In Itself the great prophylaxis 
against immoral abuses. 


"Work Is a prophylactic agent against disease, 


but play is its counterpart, If not Its peer. Play 
means health. 
The play spirit alone Is strictly 


normal. 
Play is the preventive against physical 


and mental and moral breakdown." 


The rediscovery of play as n social nfrent is one 


of the most vital discoveries of modern times. 
Recreation Is Its organised application. 
It has 


been applied educationally. 
It 1ms been delib- 


erately applied to redeem the city youth from 
crime and degeneracy. But It lent Itself natural- 
ly, unconsciously, to the adults, needs In the 
marvelous development of recreations other than 
booze and vice. 
Secretary of War Baker Is sensitive to-modern 


sociological developments. It went without saying 
that, whatever might bo his merits or demerits In 
practical 
military 
organization, he of all men 


would bring to the American army of democracy 
an appreciation of the sociological factors. 
A 


system of recreation for the enlisted man that 
will supplant, booze and vice will undoubtedly take 
shape from the earliest mobillzntlon. and will con- 
tinue to be a safety device for this uniquely pro- 
tected army on the battle front. 


One observes* with keen interest thnt the war 


department has engaged n 
number of recreation 


experts for tho supervision of rocrentlon at the 
large training cnmps. 
There Is here no mere 


- theoretic attention to play, no paper application 


of recreation philosophy, no mere philanthropic 
Interest in the toldter's Idle hour similar to the 
interest which a charitable gentleman would take 
In supplying tracts to a hospital, or books to an 
old ladles' home, or a bat nnd ball to a nephew. 


The problem before us Is scarcely of a part with 


sewing society work. 
However, to avoid any 


(feature of sensationalism. It Is well to follow the 
plain, serious words of tlie war department bulle- 
tins to Illustrate the vice side of the problem. 
Capt. E. B. Tedder of the United States Medical 
corps. In War Department Bulletin No. 8, writes 
substantially ns follows: 


"Our sick report has been a reproach in thnt we 


bare had more men on the sick report because of 


veuerenl dLsi>asi.-s Lhau any other army In 
the world. Tests show thnt 16 per cent of 
the recruits are infected on enlistment. 
Venereal prophylaxis is the order of the 


Statistics are available to those who will 


not give them specific publicity showing 
thnt these social diseases unfitted hun- 
dreds of thousands of soldiers at the front 
from duty on the firing line. More terrible 
tlinn the bullets of the combatants alike to 
the invaders and to the Invaded were the 
ravages of these diseases nt Bndajoz, In the 
Peninsular campaign, ns to Rome and Naples in 
the Spanish invasion. Afore terrible than an army 
•with banners are the camp followers in its wake. 


These disquieting truths should be kept hidden, 


lest rtie patriotic spirit be discouraged, provided 
the United States proposed to tnke part in the war 
on this bnsis. provided the propagation of disease 
were one of "our objects" in the wnr, and provided 
there were no way of protecting our 500,000 
chosen soldiers and thereafter the nation from the 
ravages of a plague. 


But the wnr department knows this enemy to De 


vulnerable, nnd It proposes to fight It In the open 
field with social prophylaxis, and to crush it. both 
In the training camp and In Its present so-fruitful 
lair, the trench zones of Europe. 


But before these preventive recreation plans can 


be made effective there must be positive exclusion 
of the unfit. "Weed out the infected" Is the new 
watchword of the recruiting authorities. Infected 
recruits, If not detected, will prove an impediment 
to the army, filling first the hospitals and finally 
the 
pension lists. 
• • 
• 
Tlie draft law contains no provision more vitaJ 


to the security of the nation than, section 13. 
which authorizes Secretary of Wnr Baker to draw 
a dead line about our military camps for infection. 


The Canadian military camps became excursion 


points for thousands of wives, mothers, sisters 
and under this clMk, of others who had no par- 
ticular qualification except enthusiasm for the 
soldier and n pronounced reaction toward the uni- 
form. 
Driven from the mile or more limit, these Intter 


set up at whatever distance and expressed their 
patriotism iu indulgences for which the war made 
a tolerant conscience. And Canadians are uraong 
the strictest puritans in the world. 
By devious 


pretexts, hundreds of these soldier-smitten wom- 
en followed the units to Europe. 


We may quite as well ignore the experiences of 


the allies in Europe, for our own experiences nre 
rich enough. The government has Issued no bul- 
letin showing the number of soldiers incapncltattnl 
by disease during the Mexican expedition, but the 
only available authorities, the Individual militia- 
men and officers, recite a distressing narrative of 
debauchery on the border. 
In more than one 


instance d'lves were set up in full view of '1-he 
officers' camp, though, of course, outside of the 
authority of the war department. 
And to such 


wretched dens the soldiers resorted because of 
the utter vacuity of border soldiering and the lack 
of adequate recreation facilities. 


It is these experiences which now determine 


the war department to achieve a new triumph lor 
sanitation by inaugurating a system of thorough 
prophylaxis, substituting recreation for stupidiry. 
Idleness nnd vice Indulgence. The American army 
'of democracy is not to be a disease-infested, booze- 
Inflicted array. It is to triumph over mankind's 
\vorst enemies before it leaves our soil, and it is 
to carry its triumphs to Burope. there to advertise 
to- the "whole world the new American idea in 
social prophylaxis. 


To such an army every American mother will 


be proud to lend her son.—William J. Black, in

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Use of Wireless In the Great War 


Wireless has proved a great boon in war. A 


scout airplane today if up to the minute has a 
wireless set aboard. 
This provides it with the 


only means of communication with its base, or 
-with the battery of heavy guns, when engaged 
upon the direction of artillery fire. The wireless 
is the voice of the oceans. It links up ship with 
ship however distant from the land or from 
the recognized routes of trade. Without it modern 
naval warfare would be impossible. .The S O S 
signal is the most urgent and sacred call in the 
wireless world, a call few operators will Ignore. 
And yet the enemy has made false use of this 
signal. There was one cnse of an American skip- 
per somewhere off Bantry bay, who, picking up 
an S O S some 50 miles distant, made thither at 
top speed, to find on arrival, not n vessel in dis- 
tress, but a German submarine, the commander 
of which not only made no apology, but was so 
annoyed to find that it was an American instead 


• of n British boat thnt he had snared that he 


threatened to sink it there nnd then; and prob- 
ably he would have put his threat into force had 
not r British destroyer showed up on the horizon. 


Another cnse was that of; the cargo steamer 


Anglo-Cnllforninn, homeward bound from Amer- 
ica. 
She sighted- a German submarine in mid- 


ocean, and made off as fast as her engine .would 
permit, the enemy in hot pursuit; her wireless 
operator sending out the S O S signal as fnst as 
he knew how. 
Meanwhile the shell fire grew 


fiercer, the ship was raked from end to end. They 
had not n single weapon of their own with which 
to retaliate, but they stuck to it ns only British 
sailors can. Then there came an answer to their 
signals, "Coining to your help. 
Hang on." 
It 


was from n British man-of-war, somewhere across 


the horizon, far out of sight. 
By this time, the 


• firing bad grown so fierce that the operator was 
forced to manipulate his key lying on his back 
in his cabin. 
At last the welcome news, "Can 


see your smoke. 
Hang on." 
"For God's sake, 


hurry up; they're shelling us like 
ti 
," replied 


the Callfornlan operator. 
This the German op- 


erator intercepted, and had his guns trained full 
on their aerial, their last hope of salvation. Lucki- 
ly the German shooting wns wild, and eventually 
the British warship hove in sight. 
Immediately 


the submarine dived, and they were ordered to 
report her trail. 


Yet earlier in the war occurred the unhappy 


Breslau and Goeben affair. 
When surrounded 


by British crnft, these two' powerful men-of-war 
succeeded in effecting an escape, sighted only by 
one of our light cruisers. Immediately she wire- 
lessed for help. 


In the year 1915, 26 vessels were reported by 


the radio Inspectors of the United States to hnve 
sent out the call for assistance. 
The calls in- 


cluded accidents of all kinds, including collision, 
running ashore, broken-down machinery, storm, 
cargo shifting and torpedoes.

CAPITAL LEADS IN NUMBER 


Mew York Has Largest Acreage and 


Philadelphia Biggest Single Area, 


According -to Uncle 


Sam's Figures. 


All but two of the 213 American 


titles of over 30,000 population own 
certain areas specifically set aside as 
public parks. 
This fact is brought out in a report 


teaued by Uncle Sam's census bureau, 
following an investigation by Starke 
IH. Grogan. 
The national capital has by far the 


largest number of breathing areas, but 
New York has a larger park acreage. 
New York has about twelve square 
iniles in parks. 


Other cities with large park areas 


ure Philadelphia, with 5,500 acres; Los 
Angeles, with 4,127 acres; Chicago, 
with 3,815 acres; Denver, with 3,719 
icres; Washington, D. C., with 3,067 
icres, and Minneapolis, 
with 3,038 


acres. 


The largest single park owned by 


any city is Fairmount park In Phila- 
delphia, which has an area of 3,526 
icres, or 5% square miles, and the 
next largest, a park of 3,027 acres, or 
more than 4% square miles, is reported 
for Los Angeles. 


One Acre to Fourteen Persons. 


The greatest area of parks and 


>ther public grounds Inside city limits 
in proportion to population—one acre 
for each 14 Inhabitants—Is shown for 
Quincy, Mass. 


Other cities reporting more than an 


acre to each 100 Inhabitants are San 
Diego, Cal.. with 28 Inhabitants per 
sere of parks and recreation grounds; 
La Crosse, Wls., with 43; Council 
Bluffs, Iowa, with 45: Lynn, M*ss., 
with 52; Sioux City. Iowa, with 61;

Uncle Sam's Commissioner of Educa- 


tion Says Children Should 


Be Kept In Classes. 


Suggestions for a program of school 


activity for different types of educa- 
tional institutions during the war have 
been made by'Dr. P. P. Claxton, "United 
States 
commissioner 
of 
education. 


After pointing out that attendance 
laws should be enforced as usual, Doc- 
tor Claxton says: 
"Parents should be encouraged to 


make all possible efforts to keep their 
children In school and should have 
public or private help when they can- 
not do so without it. 
Many young 


children will lack 'the home care given 
them In times of peace, and there will 
be need of many more kindergartens 
and Montessori schools than we now 
have. 
"The attendance In the high schools 


should be Increased, and more boys 
and girls should be Induced to remain 
until their course is completed. 
A. 


school year of four terms of 12 weeks 
each is recommended for the high 
schools, as for the elementary schools. 
In the high schools adopting this plan 
arrangements should be made for half- 
time attendance for a large proportion 
of pupils as possible. 


"AJlaboratories and manual-training 


shops in high schools should be run at 
their full capacity. In many of the 
shops work should be done which will 
have Immediate value for the national 
defense. 


"In ail high schools in which domes- 


tic science (sewing, cooking, sanita- 
tion, etc.) Is taught. large units of time 
should be given IB the summer and fall 
to sewing for the Red Cross and for 
local charities. 


"Classes for grown-up women should 


be formed, in which practical Instruc- 
tion can be given largely by lecture 
and demonstration In the conservation 
and economic use of food. 


"For all boys and girls who cannot 


attend -the day sessions of the high 
schools, continuation classes should 
be formed, to meet at such times as 
may be arranged during working hours 
or in the evening. 
All cities should 


maintain evening schools for adult 
men and women. In cities having con- 
siderable numbers of immigrants, eve- 
ning schools should be maintained for 
them with classes in English, in civics, 
and such other subjects as will be help- 
ful to these foreigners In understand- 
ing our Industrial, social, civic and po- 
litical life. 


"In few states Is the supply of 


broadly 
educated 
and 
well-trained 


teachers equal to the demand. The 
normal schools shoiiid double their 
energies and us« all their funds In the 
most economic way for the work of 
preparing teachers. Appropriations for 
the support of normal schools should 
be largely Increased, as should also the 
attendance of men and women prepar- 
ing for service as teachers. 


"The number of students in colleges, 


universities 
and 
technical 
schools 


should Increase rather than diminish. 
Many of the older and upper class 
men will volunteer for some branch of 
the military service, but all young men 
below the age of liability to selective 
draft and those not recommended for 
special service should be urged to re- 
main and take full advantage of the 
opportunities offered by the colleges, 
universities and technical schools, to 
the end that they may be able to ren- 
der the most effective service In the 
latter years of the war and the times 
of need that will follow. Practically 
all woman students should remain, 
and all boys and girls graduating from 
high schools should be urged to enter 
college, technical school or normal 
school. 


"In agricultural colleges special In- 


tensive courses should be given to pre- 
pare teachers, directors and supervi- 
sors of agriculture and practical farm 
superintendents. 
It should be remem- 


bered that the scientific knowledge and 
the supervising and directing skill of 
these men and their ability to increase 
the productive capacity of thousands 
of men of less knowledge and skill are 
far more valuable than the work they 
can do as farm hands."

the designers, "If not to turn It into 
present use?"

not reflect the twelfth century of the 
early Britons. It can go back into 
the days of the Byzantium and It can 
reflect the colorful glory of Italy un- 
der the birth of the Renaissance.

THK ROAD DRAG LAW 


Town boards are now required to 


have tho main roads In town dragged 
and it is hoped that the .drag law 
may not be allowed to fall into dls- 
uso as has the guldeboard law In 
some towns. 
The law requires that the town 


board designate such highways, as In 
their judgment, by reason of. amount 
o£ travel and grade conditions, which 
shall be known as drag roads, and 
shall divide, the same Into sections. 
Tho town board shall cause tho roads 
to bo dragged when the conditions of 
such highways require it. The board 
shall provide an earth ro:fd for each 
section which shall not be less than 
seven feet in width. 
. A -dragman shall bo appointed for 


each section, whose duty It sha'll, be 
to drag such highway under the di- 
rection of the town board, or the 
board may contract to have any sec- 
tion dragged. Preference'to perform 
this work shall be given to residents 
on land abutting the sections to be 
dragged.

Wave After Wave of Choicest Fighting' 


Men Are Thrown Against French 


Machine Gun. and Shell Fire 


—British Make Gains. 


London, July 20—After violent and: 


costly 
attempts

ground in the Verdun sector won by. 
the French, the German crown prince s, 
army relapsed into the lines it occu- 
pied more than a year ago, when the 
much-vaunted assault on Verdun v,;as 
first launched. 
Along the whole of the three-mile 


front penetrated by General Fetaln s 
troops the Germans directed a blasting 
artillery 
fire. 
It was followed by 


wave after wave of the crown princes, 
choicest fighting men, fatalistically, 
nerved to recover the lost ground or 
die in the attempt. 
One such counter-attack was speed- 


ily followed by another, all the way 
from Avocourt wood to .the western 
slope of Hill 304. But they all with- 
ered and broke before the superb de- 
fensive, front of Petuiu's infantry nnd 
artillery. With their ranks shattered 
and the ground littered with their, 
dead, the invaders were driven back to; 
their burrows in the rear, with not a, 
rod of ground to show for all the Ger- 
man blood that had been poured out 
to gratify the crown prince's ambition 
to take the French fortress. 


A number of German prisoners^vere. 


captured by the French while repuls- 
ing- a surprise attack in the Argonne 
region. 
The Teutons essayed to cap- 


ture a smull post north of Vlenne lc- 
Chateau, but were driven hack with 
slaughter. 
They also tried an unex- 


pected assault west of the Cerny sugar, 
factory. The alert defenders met them 
squarely with a fire which swept them 
back with great gups in. their shaken 
ranks. 
The British took German prisoners 


at three points on their line. 
One or 


them was Moncliy-le-Preux, where they 
also gained some ground in the course 
of a local attack. The others were near 
Boesinghe and northeast of Oestni- 
verne, wliern the British raiding par- 
ties inflicted heavy casualties. 


A correspondent at Canadian army 


headquarters in France reported a sud- 
den increase in the volume of German 
artillery fire all around the Lens sali- 
ent 
At Vimy. three miles from the 


nearest German battery, 000 High ex- 
plosives shells fell during 24 hours 
-within one small area. 


The fire was directed by an enlarged

SEEK SAFE HAVEN ON FARMS 


Some Rich Men Are Safd to Be Paying 


Landowners to "Employ" Their 


Sons to Escape Draft. 


Government agents have been at 


work in Queens Investigating the cases 
of several farmers in the Newtown, 
Flushing and Great Neck sections who 
are reported to have accepted money 
to keep sons of wealthy men on their 
payrolls so as to escape the draft, says 
the NeV York Herald. The agents 
have.obtained the names of young men 
who registered as farmers, but who, it 
Is said, have not been tilling the solL 


Government officials have been told 


that farmers have been well paid by 
wealthy parents to "employ" the 
youths. According to reports that have 
been openly discussed in these sec- 
tions at least a dozen farmers have 
men on their payrolls who do not 
know a grubhook from a cultivator. 
These men, according to the story, are 
supposed to report daily to the farm- 
ers and to receive wages of $6 a week. 
Instead of working on the farm the 
young men are devoting their time to 
playing golf or driving about the Island 
In their motor cars.

The. apportionment was made on the 


basis-of an estimated grand total for 
the United States and its possessions 
of 10^,366,056 Inhabitants. 


This Is a paper estimate, computed 


from registration returns, which comes 
within1 the law requiring distribution 
of quotaa by population, but which 
equaliies Sn a great measure the bur- 
den that is to fall upon the 4,559 ex- 
emption districts. 


Total of 1,162,985. 


Each will furnish under this appor- 


tionment the men its total registration 
would indicate as a fair proportion, 
rather than the number the actual pop- 
ulation of the district-would indicate. 
The total of these gross quotas Is I,- 
152,983 men. 
Credit is given to the various states 


for a total of 465,985 voluntary enlist- 
ments In the National Guard and reg- 
ulars, making the total net quota for 
all states 687,000 men. 


Illinois, which was the first big state 


to fill Its quota for the regular army, 
reduced Its gross quota of 79,094 to 
51,653.

Most Women Serve Too Many 


Varieties of Food at One 


Meal, Says College Expert. 


' Food conservation is quite as Impor- 
tant as food production. People ;of 
this country can profit by the experi- 
ence of European nations at war, and 
.at the same time effect a great saving 
In (heir living expenses. 
European 


peoples started conserving food when 
they were forced to do so, but the peo- 
ple of this country can avert the ne- 
cessity by beginning now. These are 
the conclusions of food experts. 


Miss Bab Bell of the Missouri • Col- 


lege of Agriculture Is of the opinion 
that most women serve too many foods 
at a meal. "A meal may be well-bal- 
anced 'and appetizing, and still be sub- 
ject to reduction without loss to body 
needs," said Miss Bell. 
"By cutting 


down the number of foods served the 
cost of meals can be materially de- 
creased. Furthermore, there is no ne- 
cessity for folks to eat more than they 
need. 
By doing without the excess 


which is usually consumed, we can 
make available just that much more 
food for future needs." 


Miss Bell cited the following meal 


as typical: 
"Clear soup, maccaronl 


and cheese, lettuce and beet salad, ap- 
ple sauce, bread nnd butter, cream 
pie." This meal will be Just as well 
balanced and much more economical 
|f it Is simplified thus: Macaroni and 
cheese, lettuce sulad, bread and but- 
ter, apple sauce. 


"In like manner," she concluded, "In 


planning meals, see first that the nec- 
essary classes of food are represented 
and then see how few dishes may be 
served, rather than how many," 


Blackbirds of Two Kinds; 


One Deserves No Quarter,, 


Other Has Good Qualities. 


The lark has two. sable relatives, 


very numerous, which have long been 
of III repute. 
One Is the grackle, our 


common big. snaky keel-tailed "black- 
bird," and he deserves the black eye 
he has (actually, by the way, that or- 
gan is of a maniacal straw yellow), 
and his place In the list of birds with- 
out protection. He does destroy many 
bad bugs, especially cutworms and 
other ground infesting nuisance/, but 
he also punishes the grain, spoils a 
deal of corn in the milk and systemati- 
cally raids the nests of his smaller 
neighbors, the weed seed gleaners and 
small insect scourges, breaking their 
eggs and braining their helpless young. 
So It might be all right to eat grackles 
if grackles were not decidedly too 
tough and strong to eat. 


But the other blackbird, the redwing, 


that fine steel black march bugler with 
the orange scarlet epaulettes, can be 
eaten, can when flocked in autumn be 
slaughtered wholesale with the spread- 
Ing charge of a shotgun, and although 
he too takes some toll of the grain 
and the corn In ear Investigation has 
established his overbalancing worth. 


Fruit-for use In-pie or salads' or. as 


stewed fruit can be put up or canned 
without the use of any sugar at all, 
according to the canning specialists 
of the government. They, therefore, 
advise those who, because of the high" 
price of sugar, have been thinking 
of reducing the amount of fruit they 
put up, to can as much -of their sur- 
plus as possible by the use of boiling 
water when sugar sirup is beyond 
their means. Any fruit, they say, may 
be successfully 
sterilized and re- 


tained their natural flavor, texture and 
color as well as fruit put up in sirup* 
Fruit canned without sugar to be used 
for sauces or desserts must be sweet- 
ened. 


Can the product the same day It M 


picked. Cull, stem, or seed, and clean 
the fruit by placing it In a Btralnet 
and pouring water over it until It la 
clean. Pack the product thoroughly 
In glass Jars or tin cans until they are 
full; use the handle-of a tablespoon, 
wooden ladle, or table knife for1 pack- 
ing purposes 
Pour over the fruit 


boiling water from a kejttle, place rub- 
bers and caps in position, partially 
seal if using glass Jars, seal complete- 
ly if 'using tin cans. Place the con- 
tainers in a sterilizing vat such as a 
wash boiler with false bottom, or oth- 
er receptacle Improvised for the pur- 
pose. If using a hot-water bath out- 
fit, process for 30 minutes; count time 
after th« water has reached the boll- 
Ing point; the water must cover the 
highest Jar In container. After sterll- 
Isslng remove packs, seal glass jars, 
wrap in paper to prevent bleaching 
and store In a dry; cool place. 


If you are canning In tin cans It will 


improve the product to plunge th* 
cans quickly into cold water imme« 
dlately after sterilization. 
When us- 


ing a steam-pressure canner Instead e< 
the hot-water bath, sterilize for ten 
minutes with five pounds of eteam 
pressure. 
Never allow the pressure 


to go over ten pounds.

'ICKANNINNY IS REAL MUMMY 


Body of Little Black Baby Preserved 


In Pennsylvania City Did Not 


Chanfle In Twenty Years. 


A real mummy, a little colored baby, 


born some 20 years ago, who died 
after living several weeks, Is preserved 
In an undertaking establishment at 
Chester, Pa. 


There Is no record of the pHreuthge 


of the Infanf,- and In brief Its history 
Is "that it was found dead 20 years ago. 
and that the body was turned over to 
the late Thomas Minshall, then an un- 
dertaker and deputy covoner. As the 
body was never claimed, he decided to 
use It for experimental purposes Hi 
embalming, and prepared a special mix- 
ture of "embalming fluid, a portion of 
which he Injected into the little body. 


The result proved successful, and In 


n short time there were evidences of 
mummification, and after being an ob- 
ject'of curiosity and a "ten days' won- 
der" the mummy, christened "Ime," 
was taken to an unused room in the 
building and tucked away on the top 
shelf of a closet. 


During all these years the infant 


body has lain there undisturbed, ex- 
cept when some curious .person has 
called, at the establishment uiid re- 
quested permission to see It. 
The 


mummy is 20 inches, long, weighs two 
pounds and resembles in every way a 
real colored baby. 


Poultry Pointers. 


Do not allow ducklings and goslings 


to swim, for that checks their growth. 


A late-hatched chick well grown is 


more profitable than an early chick 
that has been neglected. 


Never allow growing chicks to occu- 


py the same yards or to run with the 
matured fowls, but keep the young- 
sters separate on clean ground. 


Much of the profit In poultry raising 


depends on whether the Chicks grow 
rapidly and vmlformly, and that means 
whether they have the right kind of 
care and feed. 


There is no economy in feeding en- 


tirely on one grain, or even two grains, 
because better results can be obtained 
for less money it ,a variety is furnished 
the fowls and chicks. 


Although young geese will, some- 


times pick up enough food to keep 
from starving, they will, not make 
enough growth to be profitable unless 
fed liberally when young and given 
enough feed to make up, with what 
they get- on the range, a full ration. 


Clean ground, where other chicks or 


fowls have not been during the sea- 
son, is necessary for the best results 
with little chicks, especially the late- 
hatched ones, because ground which 
has been used by others is likely to be 
more or less foul and may-con tain dis- 
ease germs. 


Be sure that ducklings and goslings 


are given water in dishes, fountains or 
troughs large enough so that the most 
of the flock can drink at one time dur- 
ing meals, and so arranged that _ each 
can get its head Into the water up to 
Its eyes but cannot Up the dish over or 
get its feet into the water.

It 
seems that one of its most Interesting 
features will be a collection of the 
proclamations Issued In various parts 
of the empire during the war, among 
which will he the Bagdad proclama- 
tion, and such contrasts as the stately 
proclamation of the city of London and 
that Issued In "pidgin" English to the 
natives of New Guinea.

Gooseberry Soup. 


Take' two pounds of gooseberries, 


two quarts of water, two cupfuls of 
sugar 
two tablespoonfuls of corn- 


starch, the yolks of two eggs and an 
Inch stick of cinnamon. Wash the 
gooseberries and put them into a 
saucepan with the water and sugar. 
Add the cinnamon and boll until the 
fruitis reduced to a pulp. Then strain 
and thicken with the cornstarch; mixed 
to a paste with four tablespoonfuls of 
cold water. Simmer for five minutes. 
then pour over the yolks of the eggs, 
which have been In a soup tureen. 
-Serve with rusks or wafers.

THE ROAD DRAG LAW 


Town boards are now required to 


have the main roads in town dragged 
and it is hoped that the drag law 
may not be allowed to fall into dis- 
use~"as has the guideboard law in 
some towns.

young," continued Miss Brannegan, 
"befdre he sugars are changed to 
starch." The cold pack method was 
then Illustrated by Miss Brannegan. 
"Dried corn and poas are just as nu- 
tritious and Just as palatable as If 
they arc canned." 
Miss Brannegan 


then discussed the three methods of 
drying vegetables, one the sun dried, 
another by means of racks placed 
over stoves arid tho third by means of 
gas or electrical sources of heat. Her 
demonstration was listened to very 
attentively, judging by tho number uf 
questions asked by tho ladles present.

One of tho best fall 
wheats grown now on the farm is 
Kharhauf No. 208. This wheat has 
been grown for a number otf years 
and yielded an average upward of 30 
bushels per aero. Spring wheats thus 
far have not been. a. success owing 
largely to. the Mack rust which makes 
disastrous inroads on tho sprint 
wheat which comes later than tho fall 
wheat. Fall rye-. Is another 
crop 


that has heon grown and it was^urged 
upon farmers to grow to a-greater 
extent. 
Both those crops have been 


uniformly splendid yields on the1 soil 
similar to that found In tho Marsh- 
field vicinity. Field peas is* another 
crop that showed up splendidly.

in Ihe raising of oats in this section-," 
naiil Mr. Musbach, "la tho. question of 
lodging- 
Tne usual varieties grown 


in tills uectio^ are very apt to J'odge, 
especially if the oats follows corn. 
An early wrlety of oats was shown 
the visitors, known as the Sixty Day 
oats.

Wisconsin ITumauo Society Issues 


Hot AVeutlior Rules 


"Old Dobbin" will pass tho sum- 


in or in comfort if Wisconsin cities 
drivers observe tho rules for tho hot 
weather care of horses which have 
just boon issued by tho Wisconsin 
Humane society. Tho bulletin, which 
will bo distributed broadcast thruout , 
the state, is as follows: 
1. Load lightly, and drive slowly. 
2. Stop in tho shade if possible. 
3 Water your horse as often as 


possible. So long'as a horse is work- 
ing water in sma.Il quantities will 
not hurt him. 
But let him drink 


only a few swallows if he Is going to 
stand still, Do not fail to water him 
at night after he has oaten his hay, 


4 When ho comes in after work, 


sponge off 
tiho harness marks and 


sweat his eyes, his noso and mouth, 
and the dock.

The 
reichstag labors for peace and a mu- 
tual understanding and lasting recon- 
ciliation among the nations. Forced ac- 
quisitions of territory and political, 
economic and financial violations are 
incompatible with such a peace. 


"The reichstag rejects all plans aim- 


Ing at an economic blockade and the 
stirring up of enmity among the peo- 
ples after the war. The freedom of the 
sens must be assured. Only an eco- 
nomic peace can prepare the ground 
for the friendly associations of the 
peoples, 
' 
•The reichstag will 
energetically 


promote the creation of international 
judicial organizations. 
So long, how- 


ever as the enemy governments do 
not accept such a peace; so long &» 
they threaten Germany and her allle* 
with conquest and violation, the Ger- 
man people will stand together as one 
man, hold out unshaken and fight until 
the rights of Itself and Its allies to life 
and development are secured.

Food conservation Is quite us Impor- 


tant as food production. 
People of 


this country can profit by the experi- 
ence of European nations at war, and 
at the same time effect a groat saving 
In (heir living expenses. 
Kuropcan 


peoples started conserving food when 
they were forced to do so, but the peo- 
ple of this country can avert the ne- 
cessity by beginning now. These arc 
the conclusions of food exports. 


Miss Bab Hell of tho Missouri Col- 


lege of Agriculture Is of the opinion 
that most women serve too many foods 
at a meal. "A meal may be well-bal- 
anced and appetizing, and still be sub- 
ject to reduction without loss to body 
needs," bald Miss Hell. "By cutting 
down the number of foods served the 
cost of meuls can be materially de- 
creased. Furthermore, there Is no ne- 
cessity for folks to eat more than they 
need 
By doing without the excess 


which Is usually consumed, we can 
make available Just tlmt much more 
fooil for future needs." 


Miss Bell cited the following meal 


as typical: 
"(Jleiir soup, inaccaronl 


and cheese, lettuce and beet salad, ap- 
ple sauce, bread and butter, cream 
plo." This meal will be Just us well 
balanced and much more economical 
1C It Is simplified thus • Macaroni and 
cheese, lettuce salmi, bruad mid but- 
ter, apple sauce. 


"In like manner," she concluded, "In 


planning meals, see Drst that the nec- 
essary classes of food are represented 
and then see how few dishes may be 
served, rather than how many." 


Blackbirds of Two Kinds; 


One Deserves No Quarter, 


Other Has Good Qualities. 


The lark has two snblo relatives, 


very numerous, which have long been 
ot III repute. Onu Is the crackle, our 
common big, snaky kcnl-tnllcd "black- 
bird," and lie deserves the blnok eye 
he has (actually, by the way, that or- 
gim Is of u maniacal straw yellow), 
and his place In Hie list of birds with- 
out protection. He does destroy many 
bad bugs, especially cutworms and 
other ground Infesting nuisance^, but 
he also punishes tbe grain, spoils n 
deal of corn In the milk and systemntl 
cally raids the nests of his smaller 
neighbors, tbe weed seed gleaners nnd 
mnnll Insect scourges, breaking their 
eggs nnd braining their helpless young, 
So It might bo nil right to eat grackles 
If jrrackles were not decidedly too 
tough and strong to eat. 


But the other blackbird, the redwing 


that fine steel black march bugler with 
the orange scarlet epaulettes, can bo 
eaten, can when (locked In autumn be 
slaughtered wholesale with the spread- 
Ing charge of a shotgun, nnd nlthougl: 
he too takes some toll of tho grain 
and the corn In ear Investigation has 
established his overbalancing worth. 


CANNING FRUIT 


WITHOUT SUGAR 


^ 
Fruit for use In pie or salads or as 


istcwcd fruit cnn be put up or conned 
without the use of any sugar at all, 
according to the cunning specialist* 
of the government. They, therefore. 
udvl.se those who, because of the high 
price of sugar, have been thinking 
of reducing the amount of fruit they 
put up, to can as much -of their sur- 
plus iiu possible by the use of boiling 
water when sugar sirup Is beyond 
their menus. Any fruit, they say, may 
e successfully 
sterilized and re- 


lined their natural flavor, texture and 
olor as well us fruit put up In sirup, 


tt canned without t>ugar to be uied 


or sauces or doMscrts must bo sweet- 
ned. 
Can the product tho same day It to 
Icked. Cull, stem, or seed, and clean 
he fruit by placing It In a strain** 
nd pouting water over It until It It 
Icnn. Pack the product thoroughly 
n glass jars or tin cans until they an 
ull; use the handle of a tablespoon, 
•ooden ladle, or table knife for pack- 
ng purpose* 
Pour over the fruit 


oiling water from a kettle, place rub- 
crs and caps In. position, partially 
eal If using glass jars, seal complete- 


If using tin cans. Place the con- 


ulnurs In a sterilizing vat such as « 
vnsli boiler with false bottom, or oth- 
r receptacle Improvised for the pur- 
lose. If using n hot-water bath out* 
fit, process for 80 minutes; count time 
fter the water has reached the boll- 
ng point; the water must cover the 
highest jar In container. After steril- 
sing remove packs, seal glass Jars, 
wrap In paper to prevent bleaching 
and Btore In a dry, cool place. 


If you arc canning In tin cans It will 


tnprove tho product to plunge the 
cans quickly Into cold water Imme- 
diately after sterilization. When as- 
ng a steam-pressure canner Instead *f 
the hot-water bath, sterilize for tea 
minutes with five pounds of steam 
pressure. 
Never allow the pressure 


,o go over ten pounds.

Medical Scientists Place Themselves In 


State of Preparedness to Repel 


Advances of Foe. 


The best wur news of homo .signifi- 


cance published the other day related 
to the new Htnto of preparedness in 
which our medical scientists flnd them- 
selves for the fight with infantile par- 
alysis and Its microbes, observes tbe 
New York World. In case of n fresh 
advance by these foes of childhood In 
the coming summer, the prospects for 
a distinct repulse ate encouraging. 
It l« from the research forces of the 
Rockefeller institute that the bulle- 
tins come of a progressive readiness. 


Not least encouraging among the 


discoveries of the doctors is the fact 
that two centers of generally efficient 
defense are characteristic of the body 
Itself. One ot these Is in the secretions 
of the nose and throat, the entrance 
avenues of tbe microbes. Tho other Is 
In certain membranes, when Intact, 
surrounding tho spinal cord and brain. 
A slight injury to these membrane'} 
will let the virus In when the disease 
germs have once passed the other bar- 
riers. 
How frcQiiently the defenses 


succeeded all around Is shown by the 
record of last summer's attacks, only 
1.09 cases of paralysis occurring to 
every 1,000 of population In this elty. 
This would mean nbout 1C cases to n 
city of 10,000 people. 


Passing; from natural preventive to 


discovered remedies, the doctors tell ot 
n better serum and of methods of ad- 
ministration made more effective by a 
winter's study nnd experiment. Alto- 
gether the research bulletins go far to 
strengthen the counsel, found to bo 
well based even iu last summer's epi- 
demic, ngnlnst panic and nerve-racking 
worry.

Much of the profit In poultry raising 


depends on whether the chicks grow 
rapidly and uniformly, and that means 
whether they have the right kind of 
care and feed. 


There la no economy lu feeding en- 


tirely on one grain, or even two grains, 
because better results can be obtained 
for less money It a variety Is funilbbed 
the fowls and chicks. 


Although young geese will some-

One Deserves No Quarter, 


Other Has Good Qualities.

WITHOUT SUGAR 


Fruit for use in pie or salads or as 
tewed fruit can be put up or canned 
without the use of any sugnr at all.

They, therefore, 
dvise those who, because of the high 
price of sugar, have bean thinking 
if reducing the amount of fruit they 
jut up, to can as much -of their sur- 
plus as possible by the use of boiling 
water when sugar sirup Is beyond 
heir means. Any fruit, they nay, may 
je successfully sterilized 
ond re- 


fined their natural flavor, texture and 
olor as well as fruit put up in sirup. 
Fruit canned without sugar to be used 
'or sauces or desserts must be sweet- 
ined. 
Can the product the same day It U 


picked. Cull, stem, or seed, and clean 
the froit by placing it in a strainer 
and pouring water over It unttJ It 1* 
clean. 
Pack the product thoroughly 


n glass jars or tin cans until they are 
full; use the handle of a tablespoon, 
wooden ladle, or table knife for pack- 
ng purpose* 
Pour over the fruit 


boiling water from a kettle, place rub- 
bers and caps in position, partially 
seal If using glass Jars, seal complete- 
.y If using tin cans. 
Place the con- 


tainers in a sterilizing vat such a* a 
wash boiler with false bottom, or oth- 
er receptacle improvised for the pup- 
pose. If using n hot-water bath out- 
fit, process for 30 minutes; count tlm« 
after th» water has reached the boil- 
ing point; the water must cover th« 
highest jar in container. After steril- 
izing remove packs, seal glass Jars, 
wrap in paper to prevent bleaching 
and store In a dry, cool place. 


If you are canning In tin cans It vrill 


Improve the product to plunge th« 
cans quickly into cold water Imme- 
diately after sterilization. When u«- 
Ing a steam-pressure canner Instead e* 
the hot-water bath, sterilize for ten 
minutes with five pounds of steam 
pressure. 
Never allow tha pressure 


to go over ten pounds.

WARRING ON INFANT PLAGUE 


Medical Scientists Place Themselves in 


State of Preparedness to Repel 


Advances of Foe. 


The best war news of home .signifi- 


,ance published the other day related 
to the new state of preparedness in 
which our medical scientists find them- 
selves for the- fight with infantile par- 
alysis and its microbes, observes the 
New York World. In case of n fresh 
advance by these foes of childhood in 
the coming summer, the prospects for 
a distinct repulse are encouraging. 
It is from the research forces of the 
Rockefeller institute That the bulle- 
tins .come of a progressive readiness. 
" Not least encouraging among the 
discoveries of the doctors is the fact 
that two centers of generally efficient 
defense are characteristic of the body 
itself. One of these is in the secretions 
of the nose and throat, the entrance 
avenues of the microbes. The. other Is 
In certain membranes, when Intact, 
surrounding the spinal cord and brain. 
A slight injury to these membranes 
will let the virus in when the disease 
germs have once passed the other bar- 
riers. 
How frequently the defenses 


succeeded all around is shown by the 
record of last summer's attacks, only 
1,59 cases of paralysis occurring to 
every 1 000 of population In this city. 
This would mean about 16 cases to a 
city of 10,000 people;

Body of Little Black Baby Preserved 


In Pennsylvania 
City Did Not 


Change in Twenty Years. 


A real mummy, a little colored baby, 


born some 20 years ago. who died 
after living several weeks, is preserved 
In an undertaking establishment at 
Chester, Pa. 
There Is no record of thf p«rentage 


of the infant and in brief it<5 history 
is that It was found dead 20 ywirs ago. 
and that the body was turned over to 
the late Thomas Minshall, then an un- 
dertaker and deputy covoner. As the 
body was never claimed, he decided to 
use It for experimental purposes in 
embalming, and prepared n special mix- 
ture of "embalming fluid, a portion of 
which he injected into the little body. 


The result proved successful, and in 


a short time there were evidences of 
mummification, and after being an ob- 
ject of curiosity and a "ten days' won- 
der" the mummy, christened "Izzie." 
was taken to an unused room in the 
building and rucked awny on the top 
shelf of a closet. 


During all these years the infant 


body has lain there undisturbed, ex- 
cept when some curious person has 
called at the establishment and re- 
quested permission to see it.

mummy is 20 inches long, weighs two 
pounds and resembles in every wuy a 
real colored baby.

Poultry Pointers. 


Do not allow ducklings and goslings 


to swim, for that checks their growth. 


A late-hatched chick well grown is 


more profitable than an early chick 
that has been neglected. 


Never allow growing chicks to occu- 


py the same yards or to run with the 
matured fowls, but keep the young- 
sters separate on clean ground. 


Much of the profit In poultry raising 


depends on whether the chicks grow 
rapidly and uniformly, and that means 
whether they have the right kind of 
care nnd feed. 
There is no economy in feeding en- 


tirely on one grain, or even two grains, 
because better results can be obtained 
for less money if a variety is furnished 
the fowls and chicks. 


Although young geese will some- 


times pick up enough food to keep 
from starving, they will, not make 
enough growth to be profitable unless 
fed liberally when young and given 
enough feed to make up, with what 
they get- on the range, a full ration. 


Clean ground, where other chicks or 


fowls have not been during the sea- 
son, is necessary for the best results 
with little chicks, especially the late- 
hatched ones, because ground which 
has been used by others Is likely to be 
more or less foul and may- contain dis- 
ease germs. 
Be sure that ducklings and goslings 


are given water in dishes, fountains or 
troughs large enough so that the most 
of the flock can drink at one time dur- 
ing meals, and so arranged that each 
can get its bead into the water up to 
its eyes but cannot tip the dish over or 
get its feet into the water.

Wash the 
gooseberries nnd put them into a 
saucepan with the water and sugar. 
\dd the cinnamon and boil until the 
fruit Is reduced to a pulp.

From the time Mr. I<. J-. 
Musbach called the mooting to order 
mull'the weed and game contest w;>.;( 
ended at live o'clock, there was somo- 
thins; doing all the time. 
K L IlusseU of the college or ag- 


riculture was the first speaker in the 
morning. 
His subject was one ot 


particular Interest at this time. The 
keynote of Dean Russell's speech w;is 
the conservation of food stuffs. ' D;i- 
der ordinary conditions each human 
being consumes on the average about 
six bushels of wheat a year, that i*, 
"in bread and seed," said Mr. Russe'l. 
"Under average conditions wo raihe 
enough so that we can export_to 
Kurope two bushels per acre. 
Owing 


to lUe shortage of the wheat crop, it 
will be necessary in order to have 
suflicieut wh-eat to supply tho nations 
of the world to substitute in a mca_- 
ure other cereals, such as corn, fur 
example.

Russell closed by making a plea not 
to curtail the activities of educational 
institutions, a.s has been done in 
some of the foreign countries.

an education as he or she can. have.

stuff* has become a lost art in the last 
few years. 
During the last decade 


the canning of food stuffs in sealed 
tins has been the method, but owing 
to the advanced price of tin, it malcos 
the preserving oC fruits rather ex- 
pensive and almost 
prohibitive 
in 


some cases. It is therefore necessary 
from a financial point of view to re- 
sort to methods of less expense in 
order to preserve not only fruits bat 
also vegetables." 
\ 
"Peas should be canned whoii 


young," continued Miss Brannegan, 
"before he sugars are changed to 
starch." The cold pack method was 
then illustrated by Miss Brannegan. 
"Dried corn and poas are just as nu- 
tritious and just as palatable as 
1C 
they are canned." 
Miss Brauuegan 


then discussed the three methods of 
drying vegetables, one the sun dried, 
another by means of racks placed 
over stoves and the third by means of 
gas or electrical sources of heat. Her 
demonstration was listened to very 
attentively, judging by tho number yf 
questions asked by the ladies present. 
Miss Brannegan had with her a com- 
plete file of bulletins bearing on the 
tiuoslions under discussion. Thes<; 
were left with the experiment station 
and if anyone interested in this phase 
of work wishes to obtain the same, 
they may do so by calling up the ex- 
periment station. 


Mr. Halpin, the head of the poultry 
department, followed Miss Brannegan 
and pointed out to the visitors the 
importance of keeping fowls whose 
laying qualities are well known. Mr. 
Halpin had with him some birds from 
the poultry department whose rec- 
ords are well known. 
He advised 


the poultry enthusiasts to keep rec- 
ords of their best laying hens and 
only breed .from tho best hens. 
Mr. 


Halpin also told of mehtods of ex- 
terminating the vermin and the im- 
portance of this kind of work, espec- 
ially during the hot summer months 
when these pests bother the chickens 
more than they do other seasons 01 
the your. 
The farmer section was 


•taken in hand by Mr. F. L. Musbach 
and K. J. Delwiche and went over the 
farm inspecting the crops grown cii 
tho station farm. One of the import- 
ant things which interested the men 
was the varieties ot fall wheat grown, 
on the farm. For the last five years 
Ihe station has been experimenting 
with wheat both spring and fall var- 
ieties 
Thus far the fall wheat has 


proven decidedly better 
than 
the 


spring varieties. One of the best fall 
wheats grown now on the farm is 
Kharhauf No. 208. 
This wheat has 


been grown for a number of years 
and yielded an average upward of 30 
bushels per acre. Spring wheats thus 
i'ar have not been a success owing 
largely to. the black rust which makes 
disastrous inroads on the sprint 
wheat which comes later than the fall 
wheat. Fall ryo is another 
crop 
that has been grown and It was urged 
upon farmers to grow to a-greater 
extent. 
Both these crops have been 


iini'.'ormly splendid yields on. the soil 
similar to that found in the Marsh- 
Held vicinity. 
Field peas is another 


crop that showed up splendidly. 


"One 
of our most serious troubles 


in Mie raising of oats in this section-," 
.said Mr. Musbach, "Is the question o£ 
lodging. 
The usual varieties grown 


in this uectlo,n are very apt to .lodge, 
especially if the oats follows corn. 
An c-arly variety of oats was shown 
the visitors, known as the Sixty Day 
oats. 
This grows less straw, heads 
earlier and Is shown to be less liable 
to lodge than the heavier strawed 
varieties lllce^the pedigree No. 5 and 
No. 1." 
A field of alfalfa bought 


forth many questions from* the visit- 
ors. "Do not try to grow alfalfia on 
soil similar to this," said MX. Del- 
wiche, "unless you have applied two 
tons of ground limestone per acre 
previously. The soil is acid and al- 
falfa will not make a good stand un- 
less lime Is applied. Also be sure and 
innoculate."

Hot Weather Rules
